WASHINGTON, December 5.— The Pen- 


ttte opened with a light attendance in 
the galleries and on the Boor, 


Dolph presented a petition of the 


Oregon Horticultural Society, favorin g 
the maintenance of the present duty on 
prunes. 


Hour offered a resolution requesting 


the President to communicate to the 
senate the instructions given to the 
United Stales navy regarding the pres- 
ervation of pence in Hawaii.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


An Attempt Will Be Made to Rail- 


road It Through. 


WASHINGTON", December 5. — The gen- 


•eral drift of opinion among the Demo- 
cratic members of the house seems to be 
that the tariff bill must be passed as 
speedily as possible. There are some 
who say thyy will make an attempt to 
have it modified in certain points in the 
interest of their constituents, but fai!- 
ing in that, will vote for the bill. It is 
understood to be the intention not to 
allow mnch time for debate, even if clo- 
tnre has to be applied, with the object 
of getting the message befor the senate 
as quickly us possible. 


Voorhees will have charge of the tariff 


bill iu the senate. At a meeting of the 
committee this morning Yoorhees was 
announced for that purpose. Another 
important development of the commit- 
tee meeting was the announcement of a 
determination on the part of the Demo- 
cratic members of thecommittee to take 
up the tariff question immediately. 


Mr. Yoorhees, chairman of the meet- 


ing of the committee today, urged the 
members to use all expedition in the 
consideration of the question so as to be 
able to report promptly on the bill as 
soon as it came from the house. It was 
suggested the Democratic 
members 


begin at once to hold daily meetings. 


THE ISLAND THRONE. 


Willis is Doing Too Much Talking 


to Suit the Department. 


WAKHISKTON, December 5.— -The State 


department received no advices from 
Hawaii by the barlientiue Klickitat, 
which arrived at Port Townsend yester- 
day. They are inclined to question the 
accuracy of the reported interview with 
Willis in the Honolulu Evening Star. 
They say it would have been improper 
for Willis to thus express himself, and 
they do not believe be has done so. 


It is evident the state department had 


already received the news brought from 
Honolulu via Port Townsend yesterday, 
and it is evident also that, the adminis- 
tration is displeased with Willis for talk- 
ing. The President still believes in the 
correctness of Blount's report, and as 
that portion of his message referring to 
Hawaii was written after be bad heard 
"Willis* views on the subject, it is be- 
lieved the instruction sent to Willis on 
Wie Cor win are a .repetition of the old 
ones. 


Blount in his letter dated June 21st, 


says the provisional government would 
fall as soon as it waa announced the 
United States would not annex Hawaii, 
but apparently Willis docs not agree 
with this vifiw of the case. 


It is now believed the administration 


never intended to use force to restore 
the Queen, but simply wished to act as 
arbitrator and bring the contending par- 
lies to an agreement. 


CAPITAL NOTES. 


WASHINGTON', December 5. — Bland 


today introduced a new free coinage 
bill, repealing that portion of the act of 
October, 1873, preventing the coinage of 
silver dollars and re-enacting the coin- 
age act of 1837. Bland expects ihe com- 
mittee on coinage will report an abso- 
lutely free silver bill to the house. 


The house ways and means committee 


will take up the Wilson bill Monday. It 
seems to be tacitly understood the bill 
will not be called up in the house until 
after the holidays. Between now and 
nest Monday the Democratic, members 
of the committee will prepare a measure 
for making up the estimated deficiency 
•f $60,000,000. 


At a meeting of the house banking 


committee surprise was expressed at the 
absence of any reference to repeal the 
atrffce bank tax in the President's mes- 
sage. Johnson of Ohio said there waa 
nothing further fw the committee to do, 
and Springer said this afternoon it is 
doubtful if the state bank law will be 
reported.

WASHINGTON, December 6.— -Voorhees 


opened bis pension campaign in the 
senate this morning by introducing two 
jills, one declaring a pension a vested 
right, regulating the suspension of pen- 
sions and granting appeals to the su- 
preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia, and tlie other defining sundry 
crimes against the United States in the 
administration ol pension laws. 


Maiiiierson introduced a bill to amend 
lie internal ivveuue laws. 
In the senate a spirited discussion on 


lie Hawaiian question occurred. De- 
site arose over Bale's resolution re- 
questing the President to forward to the 
eemite all correspondence on the Ha- 
vaiian question. Hoar said tlie resohi- 
ion covered :i period of three adminis- 
rations. He tsuid the President's mes- 
<=age means the President was meditat- 
ng over an act of war against a friendly 
x>wcr,and Hoar desired a swift and in- 
lignant remonstrance oi the American 
people. 


Mills defended the President and de- 


ued lie meditated an act of war. The 
Resident had not exceeded the bounds 
of executive authority. Yilas and Gray 


aid the President had instructed the 
minister to do what he had ample 
authority to do. 


"How do you know?" came from half 


a dozen senators at once. Yilas then 
uoved the resolution be referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 


Hill said he did not propose to discuss 


he wisdom of what had been done re- 
cently 'by the administration. He sel- 
lom agreed with Hour, but this time he 
agreed with him that tins was a simple 
resolution, asking for information on a 
most important matter ; information 
which the American people were dis- 
ippointed at not receiving in the Presi- 
lent's mes»ng«. It had been said, but 
ie hoped it was not true, that inatruc- 
ions had been given to use force to re- 
tore tlic previously existing status in 
lawaii. 
This brought up the question whether 
he administration bad power, without? 
he consent of congress, to use the army 
and navv for such a pnrnosc, even con- 
eding the government had been sup- 
ilanted bv fraud or even by force. There 
vere three departments of the eovern- 
nent, and the executive was but one of 
hem. This information should be given 
now. 
Possibly even now the United 
States navy, co-operating with 
the 


Jnitcd States niiniEter, was seeking to 
lestroy a provisional government by 
brce, "and that was a question of pro- 
priety which should be determined by 
congress. 


Sherman favored the passage of. the 


•esolution. He said congress had not 
jeeii treated in an open, fairway by the 
administration. 
The President o'f the 


United States and other executive offi- 
cers of the government might as well 
understand the people of the United 
States did not like this sort of thing. 
Dhcrc was no reason in the world for 
secrecy — all the facta should be com- 
municated to congress. H it was the 
>urpose of the President, by the use of 
nilitary force, to restore the Queen in 
Hawaii it would be a fatal act of public 
policy, a great injustice to the people of 
;be United States and an insult to con- 
gress. The President had no right to 
leclnre, or do an act of war or precipi- 
.ate the country into a controversy of 
this Kind. 


Gray said there wna no objection to 


;he adoption of the resolution. 


Frye spoke of the high character of 


ex-Minister Stevens, and said himself 
and Hale would defend him against any 
attacks that might be made. 


The resolution was adopted without 


division, and the executive suasion of 
the senate adjourned. 


THE Horse. 


WASIIIN'OTON, December 6.- llitt, ex- 


chairman of the house foreign affairs 
committee, introduced two resolutions 
jearing on the Hawaiian policy of the 
;overnment, the first callim; for tiie 
3apers in the case, and the second as 
Allows: "It is the sense of the bouse 
that an intervention by the government 
of the United States, its representatives 
or armed forces in the affairs of & friendly 
recognized government, to disturb or 
overthrow it, and substitutea monarchy 
therefor ia contrary to the policy and 
traditions of the republic and tlie sprit 
of the constitution. 


The senate amendment to the resolu- 


tion appropriating $50,000 to carry out 
the Chinese exclusion act was agreed to 
in the house. 


Populists Favor the Tariff Bill. 
WASHINGTON, December 6. — Inquiry 


as to the position of the Populists on 
the tariff bill leads to the conclusion 
that they will likely support it in a 
body in both houses. Tliev would like 
one even more radical, but being unable 
to get it, will take the next best thing. 
Their position in the senate is one of 
considerable interest. Some Democrats 
are inclined to oppose the measure un- 
less it is materially modified. 


In Trouble Again. 


STOCKTON, December 6.— J. M. Bay- 


ley, a young man who claims to be from 
Madera, but who proves to he an ex- 
convict sentenced to Folsom for three 
years from Fresno in August, 1892, and 
whose sentence Governor Markam com- 
muted to one year, was arrested here 
this afternoon for trying to pass a forged 
check for $30.

vheu the two former left for Washi- 
ngton. 
It is understood that they have made 


such satisfactory arrangements with the 
Indians that tlie greater part of the 
Yuma reservation will be thrown open, 
o settlement. The remainder will be 
allotted in severally to the Indiana. 
Most of the territory to be opened lies 
ipon the west bank of the Colorado and 
s south of Yuma.

Olive Growing. 


It will surprise quite a number of peo- 


ple to be told that an olive pickling es- 
tablishment has been in operation in 
this city since November let. 
The 


enterprise 
is 
conducted 
by F. H. 


Thatcher, of Thatcher & Sons, Pomona, 
in the old swimming baths across the 


P track, and though of limited capacity 
.'at present, its proprietors expect it to 


;< attain an important magnitude in the 
i near future. 
I' 
The plant was visited yesterday by a 


jj REITUI.ICAX reporter, who was cour- 


teously given all the information he 
wanted by Mr. Thatcher,, the manager. 


"AVu started in rather late," began 


Mr. Thatcher, "coming here about the 
first of November, when we should have 
been here a month earlier. It was 
merely intended as an experiment, but 
the results have 1>een "eo satisfactory 
that we have decided to remain in the 
tield. 


"We have been employing from three 


to eight men, and our output of pickled 
olives for the season will amount to 
2500 gallons. \Veselldirect to the re- 
tailers, and have no difficulty in finding 
a market. As yet we send but few 
olives east, but the dem .ml will come 
quickly enough when it is known Cali- 
fornia "can su' ' " 


"Our firm iaa been in the business 


some time in Pomona, Los Angeles 
county, where, in addition to pickling, 
we also make olive oil. It is our inten- 
tion to also put up machinery for ex- 
tracting oil here as soon an the con- 
ditions warrant it, and have every 
reason to believe in the success of the 
industry." 


Mr. Thatcher showed the reporter the 


works and explained the method of 
pickling. The lye necessary for draw- 
ing tbe bitterness from the fruit ia pre- 
pared over a furnace in the rear of the 
building. It is then put in barrels to 
cool. The olives are placed in vats in a 
solution of lye, thoroughly cool, as heat 
would soften and rot the fruit. In order 
to keep every olive submerged sacking is 
placed on top of them. 


The time the olives remain in the lye 


vats varies from twenty-three hours to a 
week. They are then put in vats of 
fresh water, which is changed twice a 
day to get rid of the lye, after which 
thev are placed in barrels and brine 
poured upon them. The barrels are 
closed and the olives are ready for ship- 
ment. Vinegar is used as a pickle in 
some places, but brine is generally pre- 
ferred. 


"Most of our olives were obtained 


from Roedley, Miulera ami Fresno," 
said Mr. Thatcher; 
"in tbe former

"JTrom observations taken since I 


lave been here, I am of the opinion 
that olive growing: could lie made most 
successful in this county. The trees 
tiere. are healthy and free from scale, 
which cannot be said of those in various 
localities in Southern California. 


"One important matter is to plant 


the right varieties, those that serve the 
purposes of the pickle and oi! maker 
l>eat. 
T find very many olives of the 


Picholine variety hereabouts. 
They 


are an inferior kind, and do not answer 
our- purposes as well as others. For 
pickling the Mission, ManzaniHo and 
pblitza are the best; for oil, the Nevad- 
illo. I have handled thirty-two varie- 
ties here,- which is perhaps more than 
lias been handled by any other concern 
in tbe state. The Mission olive is per- 
haps the best all around variety for'our 
purpose.

I "am paying 4 cents a pound for 


olives, and trees that have arrived at 
maturity will .yield from tifty to 100 
pounds each. Let 113 figure on tifty 
pounds, however, and with seventy 
trees to the acre you will have a total of 
$140. The expenses and labor are small 
compared to the requirements of other 
branches 
of horticulture. However, 


the man who takes good care of his 
i pas can hope for better results. Be- 
ides, it must be remembered that the 
olive trees bear until thuy have reached 
a hoary old age. 


We shall have finished here in a 


short time, but will be on hand 
next season. We shall l>e able U 
die all the olives that may I* brought to 
us; indeed, our fear is we may not get 
all we want. If the outlook warrants it 
we will put in machinery for making 
olive oil. Our firm is also in the fruit 
drying business and we will very likely 
do something in this direction in Fresno 
nestseason." 


The reporter sampled a number of va- 


rieties of Mr. Thatcher's olives and 
found them excellent. The process he 
subjects them to makes them free stones 
a decided improvement on the aggravat- 
ing clingstones. 
The quiet and de- 


termined manner this firm went to work 
shows they mean business. They did 
not ask for a bonus, town lots or en- 
couragement of any kind.

I remetnlier a very rich man 
who", on being informed that hia confi- 
dential agent was robbing him, replied: 
"Well, perhaps he is; hut if so, he will 
take care that no one else does. I had 
better be rubbed by one man than 
fiftv." The man was right. 


What little money, if any, the super- 


visors may themselves have illegally 
collected ironi the taxpayers, cuts no 
figure in the county expense, but figorea 
only :is a principle. 


It is the very large amount of uiouey 


that is aaid to 
1 be illegally paid to Tom, 


Ricu and Harry, that makes taxes ao 
outrageously high. Supervisor Butler ia 
authority for the statement that everv 
one (of course I suppose he include*! 
the supervisor!*), including newspaper 
nen, put their bund? into the treasury 
is deeply as possible. 


Last September I happened to be in a 


lawyer's oflict;, ami heard him say Uiat 
.he supervisors were paying out thou- 
sands of dollars that they had no right 
,0 do. The remark not being addressed 
;o me, I made no inquiries. One of tho 
terns he referred to was an appropria- 
.ion oi $1500 for a county exhibit at 
Los Angeles, which he said was $500 
more than the law allowed.

money—it was the work of the l*st 
Board. To roiee this money our tax 
rote has advanced just oO per cent over 
that of last year, ami the assessed valu- 
ation ol property in very many cases in- 
creased beyond its actual value—valued 
at boom prices, in fact. I sometimes 
doubt if the nsseesor is alive to the fact 
that the boom died five and one-half 
years a^o, and that during that time 
property has steadily depreciated.

Friday nijiht to break open the safe in 
the oilict of tho National Ice A Fuel 
Company, on Kern street near the rail- 
road track.

In Its Relation to the Tariff and 


Immigration. 


The work of evolution is not confined 


to ?. few things only, hut has made new 
Icmauds on us in regulating immigra- 


It is only a few years back that 


we find state agents quite busy seeking 
settlers from old countries. Today we 
find most every state discussing some 
method of keeping them away, and even 
our congress baa been lately reminded 
by bills presented that we are growing 


i 
f tired of the How of immigrants this 


way. It has become quite plain of late 
to many that protective duties on what 


mdc abroad did not reach the de- 


sired end, while the pauper laborer 
could come here under contract, and 
under slave bosses as conducted by the 
Chinese, aud thus set U[) in open com- 
petition with us on our own shores. In 
carrying out the object Bet up that we 
are to maintain an industrial systen 
free from favored classes, we have fount' 
that we must have protection aga" 
degraded labor, a usury system, and 
also from such immigrants as are calcu- 
lated to undermine us. Some say we 
ought not to ask for this, ns it is admit- 
ting we are not capable of competing 
with the outside world. This is false in 
every particular. 


How would it do to ask such a person 


if he could realize any difference be- 
tween what he could do and what he 
would like to do. Some one had as well 
say another was a coward because he 
would not do some foolish thing on a 
dare. We have no doubt of our ability 
as Americans tT live as hard and endure 
as much privation as others, but we cer- 
tainlv would be fools to do it just for 
that reason. I have noticed in the last 
year a great pressure from the church 
and so called benevolent people to stay 
the workings of the Chinese deportation 
act. They call it n great disregard ol 
human rinhtf". It seems to me if: the 
people woiild use their thinking powers 
a little they would cither change their 
views or admit they were urging this 
from different motives. There ia vastly 
more proof in a demonstration than a 
theory. If we should go on in thin coun- 
try and prove a success of our democ- 
cv, its "influence would certainly be 
much more lil:clv to lead other nations 
to try it than to let the degraded ele- 
ments come in here and destroy what 
we had, and cause a failure here ami 
abroad as weli. ft appears to me aa 
much the wiser course to pursue.toshut 
our gates against all who do wot come 
here to fully participate in our civilized 
way of doing, and become responsible 
citizens. Of course nil class or monop- 
oly interests will be opposed to curtail- 
ing foreign immigration, as they are 
interested in buying labor as cheap as 
possible. 


We promised in these articles to show 


up the demand for an evolution in our 
money system, and to widen the con- 
tention for methods until it would meet 
the object sought in the beginning, viz 
to perfect a government on a plan of the 
greatest good to the greatest number 
\Vc have shown briefly what the princi- 
ple must rest on and m addition have 
illustrated the government money sys- 
tem further by showing its relation to 
tariff and immigration, as both these 
questions are demanding attention now 
as well. 


A summary of our argument IP, thai 


in favor of taking the private and ma 
nipulating power of money from private 
hands, by substituting the national sys- 
tem so as to give commerce and indus 
try the beat possible guarantee agains 
anything at home or abroad to hinde 
them. We favor a tariff as a principle 
of protec'ion of all industries to enable 
us tops/ such wages as will enable 
operatives to enjoy all the blessings o 
our land. Restriction of immigration ii 
base*', on the same principle. 
Thi 


makes three departments that might be 
termed the industrial platform of the 
common people, who are today forming 
rapidly to perfect and defend them 
against the other classes known as ma 
niptilators of the means of prosperity 
who will fight hard to overthrow the iu 
duatrial army that they may eatahlisl 
a throne of usury built on a degrade* 
populace. 
I nm aware that the contention ove 


these lines have not been cxpressci 
just as I have presented them, but the> 
(ire rapidly narrowing down to it, anr 
we had just as weli weigh the facts b 
the cold logic of truth at once, and k 
men choose which side they will es 
pousc, and be done with it. A mai 
might just as well have tried to be 01 
both aides of our struggle in!77fiast 
straddle this issue today in the Unit* 
States. Tlie cause of the masses is a 
stake, and the money power is fully i 
the saddle, and riding hard to perfec 
their lines to make usury king in tin 
country; and each of w will havet 
answer as to our position, and those ^ 
us who stand for the side ot the mafia 
may well drop all epecific points of co: 
tention, for they are only stealing ou 
time, and helping the enemy.

One or the 
other of ns told him that, the Indians 
found his tracka up there. 


Then Wilson told him he was running 


around too much, and that all the harm 
he wished him was that Moore might be 
found with Sontag and Evans, when 
the round up was made Moore, said:

I told him that no one wished to kill 
him. 


Wilson made no threats to kill him. 


He was a very quiet man. He said 
nothing further to Moore. Did not say,
